the garrison of Paris in the presence 
of 250,000 enthusiastic people. Pre- 
mier Clemenceau and' M. Lanes, the 
president's secretary, were with the 
president in his landau, which was 
escorted by a squadron of cuirassiers. 
The carriage had safely emerged from 
the Bois de Boulogne, where the anti- 
militarists had stationed themselves 
Vith the intention of hooting the sol- 
diers, and -were descending the broad 
Champs Elysees amid the acclama- 
tions of the crowds thronging the side- 
walks, wh'o were shouting "Vive Fal- 
lieres," "Vive 1'Armee," when at the 
corner of Leseuer street Maille from 
the curb fired two shots point blank 
at the president. 


Fortunately no one was hit. Presi- 


dent Fallieres was cool and collected 
when the cortege stopped. The diplo- 
mats who were following the presi- 
dent's landau alighted from their car- 
riages and hurried to the side of M. 
Fallieres. Finding that nobody had 
"been injured, by the president's orders 
the cortege moved on. 


In the meantime two' policemen 


Beized Maille, who made no resistance, 
but the police with difficulty prevented 
the irate crowds from lynching the 
prisoner untij a cordon of reserves 
came up and conducted him to the 
station. There Maille refused to give 
any reasons for his act, saying: "The 
revelations I have are so grave and 
eerious that I will only make them 
before a magistrate for transmission 
to the chief of slate. It is a matter 
between the government and me. 1 
am the victim of many .villainies." 


The attempt on the life of President 


Fallieres probably will strengthen the 
government's intention to put a stop 
to the anti-militarists' propaganda, 
which already is demoralizing the 
army and becoming a menace to the 
republic. Thirty-nine ringleaders were 
arrested for hissing soldiers who were 
returning from the review. Other ar- 
rests were made at the Place de la 
Concorde, where the League of Pa- 
triots held their annual ceremony. 


Outside of Paris, the anti-militarist 


plans for a general demonstration 
Sunday were a dismal failure, but col- 
lisions between the police and the 
workmen at Touion and Montnelier 
•were directly due to their inspiration.

IN AN EXTENDED OPINION 


His Argument Upon tin- Fact 


That the

Assembly 


Chamied Time of Elections. 


Columbus, O., July 15—Judge Geo. 


B. Okey, who is recognized as one of 
the authorities in the state on con- 
stitutional law, offers a problem for 
his colleagues 
to solve, 
which in- 


volves the legality of the coming ses- 
sion of. the General Assembly and the 
anomalous situation of the same body 
to be elected in November, 190$. He 
bases his argument strictly upon the 
constitution of 
the state 
and cites 


sections of the Federal statutes to 
ferret out the complications which ap- 
pear to arise over the recent amend- 
ment to the constitution, relative to 
the changes in the time for holding 
elections. 


In the proposition offered by Judge 


Okey he says: 


"The 
recent 
amendment 
to the 


state 
constitution, separating 
the 


election of state and county officers 
from that of municipal and township 
officers, providing for the election of 
the former in -the even 
numbered 


years and that of the latter in the 
odd numbered years, has resulted in 
a number of serious legal tangles be- 
cause of other provisions of the con- 
stitution which were left specifically 
unaffected by the amendment. 


"In order to carry into effect, with 


as little friction as possible, the sep- 
aration of the election of the two 
classes of offices, the amendment pro- 
vided that 
the 
General Assembly 


should have the power to extend the 
terms of existing officers. Acting up- 
on that authority the Legislature did 
extend the terms of all elective state, 
-county and municipal.incumbents, in

six to ten persons were killed and a 
score injured in a collision between 
castbound vestibule train No. 42, on 
the Southern road, and a switch en- 
gine in the local yards. The switch en- 
gine was in charge of a hostler, who, 
when he saw the fast passenger train 
coming toward him, reversed his ei^ 
gine and jumped to safety. 
Scarcely 


had he done so before the passenger 
crashed into the light engine with 
fearful force. The engine of the pas- 
senger, baggage car, tnail car and sec- 
ond-class coach were derailed and 
overturned, but the switch engine was 
not lifted from the rails, and with full 
head of steam started on a wild rum 
which was not ended until a switch 
was thrown for it and it was ditched, 
at Carnegie. The lives of the mall 
clerks were saved because of the fact 
that their car was of heavy steel con- 
struction. This heavy car, howev«|r, 
played havoc with the light second- 
class coach behind, which was entirely- 
telescoped. The second-class cpach 
was occupied by George Moore, white, 
a labor agent for the Virginia & South- 
western railroad, who was conducting 
a party of 20 negroes from Alabama to 
North Carolina. Moore was perhaps 
fatally hurt, and of the negroes sir 
were killed outright and all the others 
maimed and injured.

K Manak on Subject of Crime. 


COURT TO CUT PROCEEDINGS 


Rebuttal For State Directed Against 


Witneues Who Sought to Discredit 
Orchard — McGee, an Important Wit- 
ness For 
Haywood, Under Arrest. 


Dewey's Confession. 


Boise, Ida., July 15. — Rebuttal for 


the state in the Haywood trial so far is 
being directed against the witnesses 
produced by the defense to discredit 
Orchard. At the end of the first day 
• warrant was issued for Dr. I. L. Mc- 


-who swore that he saw Orchard 


In north Idaho at a time when Orchard 
•wore he was in Denver. McGee is a 
prominent man living in the northern 
part of the state. Counsel for the de- 
fense, as soon as they heard of the 
warrant having been issued, sent a 
telegram to McGee in which, accord- 
ing to Clarence Darrow, one of Hay- 
wood's counsel, they urged him to 
come to Boise at once. The warrant 
has not been served. 


William Dewey, for the state, swore 


that he participated in the riots in the 
Coeur d'Alenes when two men were 
killed. In making this confession 
IJewey laid himself open to arrest. 
Counsel for the state expresses the 
opinion that Dewey -will not be pros- 
ecuted. Among the men now in Boise 
M witnesses for the defense is W. A. 
Davis, who was indicted by the grand 
jury of Shoshone county as a leader in 
the aame riot He has been in the 
state of Idaho for 30 days and no ef- 
fort has been made to act on the in- 
dictment. It IB pointed out that the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan affair oc- 
curred eight years ago, and that it 
might be extremely hard to make a 
charge of murder He. 


The defense claims to have discov- 


ered new evidence to show that Or- 
chard's maternal grandfather was a 
maniac on the subject of crime and 
that he formerly lived in Canada, and 
there axe other intimations of possible 
delay. Judge Wood, however, inti- 
come to Boise at once. McGee, who 
was arrested at Spokane, has waived 
extradition. 


The end of the trial is approach- 


ing. Evidence has been introduced 
la support of the charge brought by 
the state of Idaho that a conspiracy 
existed among high officials of the 
Western Federation of Miners to in- 
tknidate all persons who ran counter 
to the purposes of union labor, with 
a rlew to establishing members of or- 
gantEed bodies of workingmen as mas- 
ters of the situation, thus commencing 
a national political and industrial re- 
organization. Evidence has been in- 
treduced to show that in pursuance of 
thl» conspiracy 18 men were mur- 
dered. 


In defense, evidence has been intro- 


duced to show that another and coun- 
ter-conspiracy existed among employ- 
ers of labor in the west, looking to the 
annihilation of the Western Federa- 
tio» of Miners in particular, because 
the federation represented the cause 
of organized labor. Evidence has been 
introduced to show that in furtherance 
of the conspiracy among actual em- 
ployers and capitalists, 18 innocent 
men were killed, the constitution of 
the United States was violated, and 
the conspiracy culminated in the state 
of Idaho becoming a party to an at- 
tempt to compass the death of the 
leaders of the Western Federation of 
Miners, whose secretary is now on 
trial.

Harry Orchard swears that he IB 


the actual murderer of the 18 men 
whose death is not disputed. He 
swears that he was employed by Wil- 
liam D. Haywood, Charles H. Moyer, 
the president, and others of the West- 
ern Federation, to murder for a price. 
The Western Federation of Miners 
fcaa produced witnesses to contradict 
the testimony of the self-confessed 
murderer and other witnesses to show 
that if he murdered, he murdered be- 
cauuse he was employed by detectives 
in the employ of the owners 01 mines 
and wealthy citizens of Colorado to 
commit crimes that might be laid to 
the doer of the Western Federation. 
The federation, through its attorneys, 
will argue that Orchard is a perjurer 
for reward — the reward being immu- 
nity from punishment for the murder 
of former Governor Steunenberg, and 
that a conspiracy now exists on the 
part of the mine owners and employ- 
em of labor to discredit the Western 
Federation of Miners, even though 
Maywood, Moyer and Pettibone should 
bang in pursuance of their plans. Two 
arguments on each side will be made.

Merchant Assassinated.

Determining to proceed with the im-

Be it ordained by the Council of 


the City of Newark, State of Ohio, 
three-fourths of all the members elect- 
ed therto concurring: 


Section 1. That it is hereby deter- 


mined to proceed with the improve- 
ment of Union street from a point 
known as "Buehier's Corner" con- 
necting with West Main street paving, 
thence southerly to the intersection 
of Pine sreet, by paving and curbing 
the roadway thereof, in accordance 
with a resolution of Council, passed on 
the 7th day of January, 1907, and in 
accordance with the plans, specifica- 
tions, estimates and profiiles hereto- 
fore approved and now on file in the 
office of the Board of Public Service. 


Section 2. That the material used 


in the construction of said improve- 
ment shall be asphalt, brick, stone 
cement, or other material as shall be 
hereafter determined. 


Section 3. That all claims for dam- 


ages resulting from the said improve- 
ment shall be judicially inquired into 
before commencing said proposed im- 
provement, and the Solictor is hereby 
authorized and directed to institute 
proceedings in the court of competent 
jurisdiction to 
inquire into 
such 


claims. 


Section 4. That the whole cost of 


said 
improvement less 
one-fiftieth 


thereof and the cost of intersections 
shall be assessed by the foot frontage 
upon the following described iots and 
lands, to wit: All lots and lands Bound- 
ing and abutting upon the proposed 
improvement from a point known as 
"Buehier's Corner" connecting with 
West Main street paving, thence south- 
erly to the intersection ot Pine street 
on Union street, which lots and lands 
are hereby determined to be specially 
benefited 
by 
said 
improvement; 


and the cost of improvement shall in- 
clude the expense of printing and pub- 
lishing notices, resolutions and ordi- 
nances required, and the serving of 
said notices, the cost of construction, 
together with the interest on bonds 
issued in anticipation of the collection 
of deferred assessments, and all other 
necessary expenditures. 


Section 5. That the assessments so 


to be levied shall be paid in 20 semi- 
annual installments, with the interest 
on deferred payments at 5 per cent per 
annum, provided that the owner of 
any property assessed may at his op- 
tion pay such assessment in cash with- 
in thirty days from and after the pas- 
sage of the assessing ordinance, in 
which case such said cash assessment 
shall not include any item of interest 
upon bonds to be issued in anticipation 
of the collection of deferred install- 
ments of assessments. 


Section 6. That bonds of the City 


of Newark, State of Ohio, shall be is- 
sued in anticipation of the collection 
of assessments by installments and in 
an amount equal thereto. That the 
remander of the entire cost of said 
improvement not specially assessed, in- 
cluding the cost of intersections, to- 
gether with the cost of any real estate 
therein purchased or appropriated and 
the cost and expense of the appropria- 
tion proceedings therefor, and the dam- 
ages awarded any owner of adjoining 
lands and interest thereon, and the 
cost and expense of any such award 
shall be paid by the issuance of bonds 
in the manner provided by law. 


Section 7. That the Board of Public 


Service be and the same is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to make 
and 


execute a contract for said improve- 
ment with the lowest and best bidder 
after advertisement according to law. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall be in 


force and take eeffct from and after 
its passage and legal publication.

THE COMMISSION 


SAYS FINANCING 


OF ALTON ROAD 


Was Indefensible as Carried Out by 


E. H. Harriman and His 


Associates. 


Washington, July 15.—A report was 


made public by the interstate com- 
merce commission of its inquiry into 
railroad operations of Edward H. Har- 
riman and of the operations of the so- 
called Harriman "lines of railway. No 
recommendations are made by the 
commission that either criminal or 
civil prosecutions be instituted as a 
result of its inquiry. The report IB an 
exhaustive summary of the evidence 
adduced at the several hearings held 
by the commission in the course of 
its Inquiry. Excerpts from the verba- 
tim testimony of Mr. Harriman are 
given to show, ag stated in the report: 
"That it is only the law which pre- 
vents the concentrating in Mr. Harri- 
man's hands of every railroad line 
lying between Canada and Mexico, is 
the frank admission of Mr. Harriman 
himself 
made at the hearing 
To 


gather under one head all existing 
transcontinental lines, or as many as 
possible, and to exclude the Incoming 
of all competitors, became manifestly 
the Harriman policy, which was in- 
augurated in 1901 by the issuance of 
$100,000,000 of convertible bonds by 
the Union Pacific " Particular stress 
is laid by the commission on the elim- 
ination of competition in transconti- 
nental business among the Harriman 
lines. As to the Chicago & Alton 
transaction the commission says: "It 
was admitted by Mr. Harriman that 
there was about sixty millions of stock 
and liabilities issued against which no 
property had been acquired, and this 
is undoubtedly an accurate estimate." 
The commission further say a concern- 
ing the Alton deal that "it is evident 
that its history is rich in illustrations 
of various methods of indefensible 
financing." 


Harriman's Comment. 


New York, July 15.—Discussing the 


report of the interstate commerc* 
commission, 
Mr. 
Harriman 
said: 


"From what I am told, the report ig a 
political document and part of a per- 
sonal pursuit of me 
The tone of the 


report and the method of its promul- 
gation show that it is deemed good 
politics to attack me. But I can stand 
it much better than the people of this 
country can stand that sort of proced- 


ure on the part ol tue go-, eminent 
tribunals charged with the duty of 
impartially admimsteung the laws." 
Mr. Harriman claims the report is full 
of misstatements, and promises to say 
something about It later. 


GATHERING DATA 


Secretary Garfietd.and Assistants Now 


at Work In Oregon. 


Portland, Ore., July 15—Accom- 


panied by a large corps of assistants 
and heads of departments, Secretary 
of the Interior James R Garfield ar- 
rived in Portland and immediately be- 
gan gathering data which the secre- 
tary desires. The subjects under in- 
vestigation are: The fuel supply, the 
transpoitation problem, the conseiva- 
tion of forests and water supply, the 
increase Of reclamation proiects, the 
correction of existing evils and abuses 
in public land offices, the subject of 
creation of future^ forest reserves, and 
the development of latent energy o£ 
watercourses for utilization la indus- 
tries. -

HE Tanderbllts: 


In the name lies a certain 


Bort of magic. That magic is 
a cbUdhooti memory of mil- 


lion* of Americans now in middle life. 
Throughout the United States thirty 
or forty years ago the Vanderbilt 
name more than any other stood for 
princely wealth. It was the great pop- 
ular criterion for comparison. The boy 
in the cornfield a thousand miles from 
a- Vanderbllfs local habitation was 
wont to remark wben tie earned an un- 
expected dollar, "I feel as rich as a 
Vanderbilt!" The wealth of the house 
of Astor was princely, but not so pop- 
ularly known. A little later came Jay 
Gould, Rockefeller. Morgan *nd other 
big millionaires, bnt the Vauderbllts 
were first and foremost in popular 
knowledge. 


Strictly Family Affair. 


Now the Vanderbilts are preparing 


for a highly interesting house party 
at Newport in August It is to be 
strictly a family affair. The residue 
of the fortune left by the second Cor- 
nelias Vanderbilt is to be divided. The 
third Cornelius will be present, but he 
wjll not share in the distribution. Yet 
he is the eldest surviving son. By his 
late father's will Alfred Gwynne Van- 
derbilt, the next son, is the head of 


house and gets the main part of 


from $80,000,000 to $120,000,000. 
At 


his death seven years ago the grown 
children "got theirs," about $10,000,- 
000 apiece, though Alfred got more 
and Cornelius got much less. 
The 


latter received only $1,500,000. 
Alfred 


Is said to have given him about $6,000,- 
000 more, and Cornelius Is now regard- 
ed as being worth about $15,000,000, 
so he is by no means destitute. Miss 
Gladys, who coiaes of age on the date 
of the house party in August, will be 
one of the richest "eliglbles" in society, 
with a fortune of $12,500,000, while Al- 
fred will have $50,000.000 or more. 
Real Founders of the Fortune. 


The Vanderbilt family history is a 


part of th'e industrial development of 
America. 
It relates chiefly to the 


transportation industry.' James Watt, 
George Stephenson and Robert Fulton, 
who made steamboat and railroad traf- 
fic possible, were really the founders 
of the Vanderbilt fortune, but that 
doesn't count. The first Cornelius hap- 
pened to be alive and awake when 
steamboats and railroads were invent- 
ed. He saw 'em first and helped him- 
self to their possibilities. Result, the 
Vanderbilts. 


Jan Van Der Bylt, a sturdy Dutch- 


man, 
was the first of the family to set- 


tle in America. He came over in 1650. 
For several generations the family, was 
made up of poor fishermen, .and farm- 


L 
th* family fortune. Nevertheless in 
public estimation young Cornelius • 3d 
is the best Vanderbilt in the bunch. 
His stern parent threw him overboard 
because he insisted upon picking out 
his own wife. 


They are Interesring people, these 


Vanderbilts. And there are so many 
of them! The Vanderbilts have been 
fruitful and multiplied, from Cornelius. 
the old "commodore," who founded 
the fortune, down to the present gen- 
eration. Cornelius 1st had thirteen chil- 
dren. Eleven of these grew up. Nine 
were daughters. Eight of them mar- 
ried and multiplied. The commodore's 
eldest son was Cornelius Jeremiah, 
who became something of a black 
sheep. The old man cut him off in his 
•will with the Income from $200,000 
and made William Henry, the second 
BOO, his chief heir. 


Division of the Estate. 


William H. Vanderbilt had four sons 


and four daughters. Cornelius was the 
eldest and received the biggest inherit- 
ance. Though he wa»really the fourth 
Cornelius, or probably the fifth, lie 
was known as Cornelius 2d. He had 
four sons and three daughters. The 
eldest child, Alice, is dead. William 
H-, the eldest son, died while in col- 
lege. The other five, save only Miss 
Gladys, are married and multiplying, 
like their uncles and their cousins and 
their aunts. There are enough Vander- 
bilts of that name and other names 
to populate a considerable Tillage. If 
«ach head of the family for the four 
generations of affluence had had but 
one son and the fortune had been hand- 
ed down intact that Vanderbilt now 
would be the richest man on earth. 
But every Vanderbilt child for four 
generations has received some millions 
from the pater's pocket, save only poor 
Cornelius Jeremiah, and that has di- 
vided the estate. Many of these, like 
William K. and George W. and several 
descendants of the female Vanderbilts, 
bare Increased their inheritances or 
have sat down and watched tnelr 


grow. 


Cornellm ?d Is Mid to have left 


ers on L«ng Island and Staten Island. 
About 1789 Jacob Vanderbilt scraped 
together money enough to buy a small 
rowboat in which to ferry passengers 
between Staten Island and New York. 
Thus entered the Vanderbilts into the 
widening area of transportation. 
Ja- 


cob married a girl named Phoebe 
Hand, a domestic or maid in a clergy- 
man's family. Their second son was 
the famous Cornelius 1st, or Cornelius 
the Great 
"Corny" Vanderbilt's Bonanza. 


In his youth he was simply "Corny 


Vanderbilt. "Corny" borrowed a hun- 
dred dollars from his thrifty mother 
and bought a small boat when he was 
sixteen and established a ferry of his 
own. From rowboat and sailboat he 
advanced to steamboat after Fulton's 
first clumsy little steamer went up the 
Hudson. 
By 1850 Cornelius Vander- 


bilt practically controlled the steam 
ship navigation out of the port of New 
York. He, profited greatly by the dis 
covery of gold in California. His line 
of steamboats carried passengers anc 
supplies to Nicaragua, where they 
were transported across the Isthmua 
picked up by Vanderbilt steamers on 
the western coast and' taken up to 
California. 
Vanderbilt made about 


$10,000,000 out of this business, it is 
said, and that was the biggest fortune 
then held by any American. 


Incidentally "Commodore" Vander 


bilt Tvas chiefly responsible for th 
capture and 
execution of .William 


Walker, the most famous of all filibus- 
ters, who had made himself president 
of Nicaragua and proposed to conquer 
all Central America and become em- 
peror. The ambitious young Napoleon 
from Tennessee unwittingly got in the 
way of the Vanderbilt advance^-a 
commercial advance—and was swept 
off the map. 


The Vanderbilt advance was irresist- 


ible. Old Cornelius had no more pity 
for his competitors than a billygoat 
Jins for the small bo> ho butts out of 
his pnth. Here is the full text ftf n 
letter written hi his own hand wh^ch 


old commodore to take to the land 
route. Vanderbilt had bought some 
stock In the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, but It was not 
until Crane managed to get four or 
five hours of his time and spread be- 
'ore him a tinge map of New York 
and New England, marked with red 
ines showing railroad possibilities 
waiting to be snapped up, that the old 
commodore made up his mind to buy 
and build roads. The great New York 
Central, the Lake Shore, the Michigan 
Jentral, the Canada Southern and oth- 
er lines were the outcome of that con- 
'erence. Thus the VanderbUta became 
vastly grenter and richer as railroad 
kings than the first Cornelius ever had 
seen as a steamboat man. 


Old Cornelius had practically no edu- 


cation, though, as we have seen, he 
could write a business letter straight to 
lie point. He gave his son, William 
a., whom he called Bill, no educa- 
tional advantages. The boy had to 
shift for himself. He got a Job in a 
bank and w»s making $16 a week 
when he married Miss Maria Louise 
Kissam, a Brooklyn clengyman's daugh- 
ter. His father sniffed when Bill mar- 
ried. 
He informed his son that h« 


never would get a cent of the father's 
fortune. 
Bill was not worried. 
He 


Sept on at work and pleased his em- 
ployers until his health failed. Then 
Cornelius the Great softened to the ex- 
tent of giving Bill a seventy acre farm 
around the old homestead on Staten 
Island. 


"You mtrst make your living oft the 


farm," said the father. 
Became America's Richest Man. 


William H. Vandefbllt lived there 


and farmed it from" 1842 to 1864. He 
was forty-three years old when his fa- 
ther finally discovered that he had 
financial ability. The old man invited 
Bill to come into the fold, giving him 
a share in the management of the Van- 
derbilt railroad system. Bill was a 
bigger railroad man than his father be- 
fore the latter's death, in 1877. After 
the eight sisters or their heirs were 
comfortably provided for William H. 
Vanderbilt got the main estate. He 
was the richest man In America, with 
$90,000,000—and only thirteen years 
from the Staten Island truck farm! 
And his father called him Bill.

Grace Wilson, he suffered a stroke of 
apoplexy, which broke down his health 
and carried him off three years later. 
In the meantime young Cornelius mar- 
ried the girl he wanted. He got down 
to work and Invented several very 
useful railroad appliances, notably a 
fire box, 
a locomotive tank and a 


freight truck.

king, who may be called Alfred 1st 
took to automobiling and driving four- 
in-hands. In these" gentlemanly occu- 
pations he has achieved a worldwide 
reputation.
